In  as  much  as  we  have  cut  our  prices  to  the  lowest  point  conducive  to 
the  production  of  quality  stock,  we  do  not  carry  charge  accounts.  All  of  our 
products  are  strictly  cash.  Orders  for  C.O.D.  shipments  must  be  accompanied 
by  cash  to  the  amount  of  25  per  cent  of  order,  to  insure  acceptance. 

RATES:  Five  of  a  variety  will  be  supplied  at  the  ten  rate  and  fifty 
at  the  one  hundred  rate. 

PLANTING:  An  added  charge  is  made  for  planting.  This  usually 
amounts  to  about  20  per  cent  of  the  order  and  includes  sufficient  soil  and  fer¬ 
tilizer  to  properly  start  the  plants.

Flowering  and  Decorative  Shrubs 

All  plants,  bulbs,  trees,  and  palms  in  this  list  have  following  the  specific 
name,  symbol  letters  that  designate  their  relative  hardiness  at  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida.  These  symbols  should  be  interpreted  as  follows:  H  means  that  the 
plants  so  marked  are  perfectly  hardy  here  and  most  of  them  are  hardy 
throughout  the  State;  ST  means  semi-tender,  plants  so  designated  are  hardy 
at  St.  Petersburg  when  planted  where  they  are  not  exposed  to  the  full  sweep 
of  north  winds;  T  is  applied  to  those  plants  which  need  planting  in  a  pro¬ 
tected  place  with  a  southern  exposure;  TR  means  tropical  and  plants  so 
designated  should  be  well  covered  or  taken  inside  during  all  cool  spells. 

Perhaps  in  no  place  throughout  the  whole  south  is  there  any  locality 
more  blessed  with  such  a  wealth  of  plants  which  come  under  the  heading  of 
Flowering  and  Decorative  Shrubs  than  our  own.  We  are  situated  far  enough 
south  to  be  able  to  enjoy  many  of  the  tropical  subjects  and  still  not  so  far 
south  but  what  most  of  the  more  hardy  shrubs  will  thrive.  We  are  particu¬ 
larly  favored  with  a  wealth  of  broad  leaved  evergreens  which  are  much  more 
suitable  for  this  climate  than  evergreen  conifers. 

ACALYPHA,  ST.  Fine  shrubs  for  foundation  plantings  or  for  mass¬ 
ing  where  medium  height  is  desired.  Their  wide  range  of  colors  makes  them 
suitable  for  most  any  type  of  place.  Some  varieties  are  affected  by  cold 
weather  but  soon  sprout  up  again  if  frozen.  Most  of  them  do  best  in  full 
sun  but  will  stand  part  shade.  The  colors  are  usually  deepest  during  cool 
weather. 

A.  marginata,  (Copper  Leaf).  Large  strong  grower.  Leaves 
green,  outlined  with  shades  of  red  and  pink. 

A.  mosaica,  ( Fire  Dragon).  One  of  the  best  where  bright  colors 
are  wanted.  Leaves  mottled  and  attractively  marked  with  several  shades  of 
green,  yellow  and  red. 

A.  obovata.  Similar  to  Marginata  but  with  obovate  leaves. 

A.  tricolor.  (Mandarins  Gown).  A  tall  strong  grower  similar 
to  Mosaica  but  with  more  regular  leaves  colored  mostly  red.

A.  hispida  (Chenille).  Quite  tender.  Very  attractive  with  wide 
green  leaves.

The  beautiful  foliage  is  outlined  with  white 
or  cream  and  the  leaves  are  sometimes  varied  in  shape  so  as  to  make  it 
especially  attractive.  It  is  a  fast  strong  grower  but  easily  kept  in  bounds 
by  judicious  shearing.

HOLMSKIOLDIA  sanguinea,  ST.  This  new  shrub  is  from  the 
Himalayas.  While  its  general  habit  is  that  of  scandent  shrub,  it  can  be 
trained  to  a  small  upright  shrub.  The  leaves  are  light  green.  The  flowers, 
shaped  like  a  mandarin  hat,  are  orange  with  a  little  red  in  the  center.

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E.  sideroxylon  rosea,  (Red  Flowering  Gum).  A  good  variety  that 
gives  promise  here.

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Palms  and  Cycads 

Palms  to  most  all  of  us,  suggest  the  Tropics.  They  lend  an  atmosphere 
to  be  obtained  with  no  other  plants.  While  we  are  situated  at  the  northern 
growth  limit  of  some  species  many  of  them  can  be  successfully  grown  here 
with  a  little  understanding  care  and  protection.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
satisfaction  in  growing  beautiful  plants,  like  the  palms,  out  of  their  natural 
climate  and  when  more  people  realize  this  we  will  have  many  more  rare 
palms  here. 

Explanation  of  Symbols:  H,  hardy  at  St.  Petersburg;  ST,  should  not 
be  exposed  to  cold  north  winds;  T,  tender,  put  in  protected  places;  TR, 
tropical,  cover  or  move  inside  during  cold  weather. 

CYC  AS  circinalis,  T,  ( Queen  Sago  Palm).  While  this  plant  is 
called  a  palm  by  most  every  one,  it  is  not  one  and  should  not  be  so  called. 
It  is  the  most  beautiful  of  the  Cycads  which  we  have  here  now.  The  long 
feathery  leaves  arch  out  gracefully  from  a  common  center  giving  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  an  immense  inverted  feather  duster  from  which  the  center  has 
been  removed.

All  of  the  pants  listed  under  this  heading  are  hardy  throughout  the
